Commencement Sermon by Dr. Lov- 


t 
In®— Farewell of Dr. Butler. 
The Baptist church was taxed to the 
alm ost of its seating capacity Sunday 
morning by an audience of in te llig e ^ 
and cultured people, eager to hear the 
com m encem ent serm on b y 'D r. J. W. 
Loving of Houston. 
Prof. Lillebridge 
presided at tfre organ, and the splendid 
m usical ** im bers, Including a solo by 
Mis* i'ea^e, and a duet by Mrs. Lille- 
b?idge and Miss Peale, were rendered 
under 
his 
direction. 
Dr. Charlton, 
president of the college, 
read 
the 
scripture lesson from Proverbs 31:10- 
31, -which is the finest description of a 
virtuous woman in all literature. 
Dr. Loving’s text was the last clause 
of the 12th verse 
of 
Psalm 
cxliv: 
“T hat our daughters may he as corner­ 
stones, polished after the sim ilitude of 
a palace.” 
The sermon was an able 
discussion of woman in all her various 
relationships to society, and the pro­ 
cess of preparation for these responsi­ 
ble duties by “polishing’ or education. 
The influence of woman—in the home 
as daughter, wife and m other, in so 
ciety, and in the church—were} in 
turn portrayed in a panoram a of beau 
tiful word pictures. 
W hile physical 
beauty is desirable, it is not so im 
jiortant as a beautiful Mfd which flows 
from 
a 
beautiful 
heart. 
Only the 
G reat Teacher can purify this foun 
tain. 
Practical C hristianity was in 
slated on—tho kind that induces' the 
daughter when she goes home with 
her diploma to help m other in the 
kitchen. In conclusion, Dr. Loving as 
sured the young ladies th at the beat 
advertisem ent of an institution is its 
alum nae, and appealed to them to 
showr their love for their alm a m ater 
by a pure and useful life. 
At 
night, 
the 
church was again 
crowded to hear Dr. B uyer’s mission 
ary sermon. 
The musical feature was 
a solo by Mrs. W. 
Davis. 
The 
scripture lesson was 
read 
by 
Dr 
C harlton from M atthew 's 
recital 
of 
the parable of the tares and the se­ 
quel, and included also Daniel’s declar­ 
ation: 
“They that be wise shall shine 
as the brightness of the firmam ent, 
and they th at turn many to reighte 
ousness as th ^ stars for ever and 
ever. 
Dr. Butler took for his 
text 
the 
w ords: 
"Lift up your eyes and look 
on the fields, for they are white al 
ready unto the harvest—the field is 
the world.” 
To attem pt a synopsis 
would be a great injustice to this 
serm on. 
During the last half century 
the w riter has heard many of the 
m ost em inent pulpit orators at their 
best, but never has he heard a more 
convincing argum ent or a more inspir­ 
ing, uplifting appeal than the farewell 
message of Dr. Butler to the Bryan 
First B aptist church. 
Dull must be 
the understanding that was not en­ 
lightened, and hard the heart that 
was not moved by it. 
In conclusion 
he told how', during the four and a 
half years of his pastorate, he has 
prayed that some heart might be so 
fired with m issionary zeal as to go 
and bear the gospel 
to 
those 
who 
know it not; and his faith 
is 
still 
strong that this, his last m essage, will 
reach the ends of the earth. 
Rever­ 
ently he told how God has been with 
him and has blessed 
his 
wrork 
in 
Bryan; tenderly he spoke of the boys 


and girls, whom he has been instru­ 
m ental in leading to Jesus. 
He goes 
elsewhere, because of his full convic­ 
tion th at it is the frill of God; just 
as it was by the will of God th at he 
came to, tfryan. 
If the church Would 
hq.-faithful, God would send them an 
abler and a better man. 
He appealed 
to them to stand by his successor as 
they had stood by him, and prom ised 
that his prayers w'ould still be with 
them. 
In this connection, he spoke 
with intense earnestness of his love 
for Bryan, and of how' he in passing 
along the streets 
often 
paused 
in 
front of some home to breathe a pray­ 
er for the household. 
Not only will 
he pray, but they may rely upon it 
that he will continue to work for the 
Texas W oman’s College by paying an­ 
nually at least $100 to it out of his 
own resources, and by endeavoring to 
enlist the interest of wealthy philan­ 
thropists. 
“If you will stand by God’s 
work in Bryan, God will prosper the 
work more and m ore.” Not more than 
a dozen persons in the large audience 
failed 
to 
respond when Dr. B utler 
called on them to pledge them selves to 
do this. The whole congregation then 
jo lted in a im in g : “God be with you 
till we m eet again.”

Sheriff Smutzer 
Says That It 
Does Not Hold Oui. 


IF CORRECT WOULD HELP. 


Party In Jail at V ernon. Tex., A lleged 
to H ave Said H e Took His W ife to the 
G u n nels Farm and H e and Lamph ere 
Took H er Life. 


Laporte, Ind., June I.— With the re- 
J turn of Sheriff Smutzer from Vernon, 
Tex., where he went to investigate 
the alleged confession of a man named 
Truelson, who wrote to Prosecutor 
Smith that he had been an accom* 
plioe of Mjfs. Gunness in several of 
her minders, the details of the sequel 
to that confession do not hold good, 
ha\ing been made by the prisoner in 
order to escape, it is alleged, a for­ 
gery charge in Texas. 
The confession, if true, would solve 
many mysteries of the Gunness mur­ 
der farm and possibly hang both Truel- 
j boh and Ray Lamphere, the suspect 
now under indictment. 
The Vernon prisoner is twenty-two 
years old and gives his name as Julius 
j Ti uelsdn, Jr. 
He claims to be the son 
of a wealthy manufacturer. 
Truelson has been in jail at Ver­ 
non since March 29, charged 
with 
swindling by representing himself to 
be Jonathan G. Thaw, of iPttsburg, a 
cousin of Harry Thaw, and passing, 
it is alleged, forced checks. 
According to his alleged .confession 
Truelson took his Wife, Mao Francis 
O Reilly, of Rochester, N. Y., to the 
Gunness farm to have her put out of 
the way and helped Lamphere bury 
her and assisted in disposing of six 
, other bodies at the Gunness farm. 
Sheriff Smutzer left Laporte May 
22 tor Vernon, Tex., but because of 
floods in Texas was not able to reach 
Vernon until May 27. 
Truelson made 
a complete confession 
to him aud 
then repudiated the confession, admit­ 
ting it was made for the purpose of 
getting away 
from Texas. 
Sheriff 
Smutzer left Vernon 
May 30 
and 
reached Laporte Monday morning. 
“ I will continue investigation into 
the alleged confession of Truelson, 
even though he has since repudiated 
it,*’ says the sheriff.
